spent the Sabbath. Monday morning we wer 
detained again till nearly ten o’clock. At th 
last mentioned place, we took the rail-road to gi 
over the mountain, 38 miles, to Johnstown. Wé 
were drawn by horses 4 miles to the foot of th 
first inclined plane. We ascended the mountain 
by five inclined planes, from one to two or mor 
miles apart, drawn up by stationary engines 
There are so many delays from various causes 
in these movements, that whoever undertakes ' 
cross the mountain here, should lav in a 
stock of patience Having gained the sum 
of the lleghany, we commenced descending bs 
the same number of inclined planes that we a 
cended, with this difference, however, that be 
fore coming to the last one, we had 14 miles 
which we were+ propelled by steam power, that 
rave us a little relief At the end of this di 
tance, we passed the famous tunnel through th 
mountain, 900 feet through solid rock ; rathe! 
1 gloomy looking place, the ragged rocks hang 
ing over our head We arrived at Johnstown 
about sundown, where we again took the canal 


boat. We were crowded almost to suffocation
